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Planners review 
theme park plans

After months of rumors and 
speculation, a proposed theme 
park development planned to be 
located just south of Grayling 
was reviewed by Grayling 
Township planners on Tuesday. 

Patrick Crosson, the president 
of Axiom Entertainment, a 
Rochester-based firm, met with 
the Grayling Township Planning 
Commission on Tuesday for a 
site plan review for a project 
called Main Street America, Inc. 

Specific details from the meet- 
ing were not available prior to 
the Crawford County 
Avalanche’s press time. 

But according to documents 
submitted to the township, the 
development would include a 
working farm, a high-end resort, 
a theme park, a water park, a 
train and a hotel. 

The park would feature 
indoor and outdoor recreational 
and educational activities, events 
and interactive games and rides. 

The park would also include 
extreme sports including a skate- 
board park, wakeboarding, a 
skydiving simulator and high- 
performance go-carts. The water 


park “and...wave~ sutfing * pool - 


would be housed under a glass 
enclosure, so it would be used 
year round, The park would also 
feature “The Blizzard,” a roller 
coaster that travels up to 70 mph 
and is capable of operating in the 
winter, 

The meeting with township 


planners was one of the initial 
steps required for Axiom 
Entertainment to purchase land 
located off of I-75 and Four Mile 
Road for the development. 

In June 2006, Axiom 
Entertainment signed a memo- 
randum of understating with the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, giving the company a 
two-year option to purchase the 
property. 

In 2000, the DNR entered into 
a memorandum of understanding 
with Grayling area officials 
which made about 1,850 acres of 
land located east of I-75 avail- 
able for industrial or commercial 
development. 

Last May, the memorandum of 
understanding was renewed, 
which was the first of three five- 
year extensions included in the 
original pact with the state. The 
memorandum of understanding 
is between the DNR and the 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership, a 
committee of county, township 
and business officials which 
markets the area to businesses. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), confirmed 
that he received a letter from the 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Corporation on 
May 14, saying the board 
reviewed and approved the plans 
for the theme park.

school district 
makes first round 
of budget cuts

The Crawford AuSable School 
District Board, at its regular 
monthly meeting last week, 
voted to eliminate and reduce a 
number of staff positions in an 
effort to trim $600,000 from the 
budget for the next school year. 
The teaching position held by 


' Kerri O’ Rourke, a fourth grade 


teacher at the Grayling 
Elementary School, was elimi- 
nated since there will be only 
five fourth grade classrooms next 
year instead of the six class- 
rooms this year. 

Ellen Thompson was informed 
that her position was being cut 
down to part-time. Thompson 
will no long serve as a teacher 
coach, as a consultant for other 
teachers in the district, and will 
instead serve as a_ reading 
instructor. 

The middle school special 
education teaching position held 
by Rhonda Metzer was cut since 
she is transferring to take a simi- 
lar position at Grayling High 
School. 

Doug Pummell, the school 


district’s athletic director, will 
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Sports & Rec,...... 1-4B 
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serve part time in that capacity 
for the next school district year. 
Pummell will pick up extra 
duties teaching a couple of class- 
es at the high school. 

A high school math teacher is 
being eliminated since a Focused 
Instruction Time grant funded by 
the state is ending and school 
officials do not anticipate that 
the grant will be renewed, said 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers. 

Six paraprofessional positions: 
at the Grayling Elementary 
School are being reduced to four 
hours 4 day, 

The school district will not fill 
a full-time food service position 
created by the retirement of 
Margaret Gugin. The hours of 
three other food service employ- 
ees were also reduced. 

The position reductions were 
the first round of budget cuts 
being made by school officials as 
they deal with increased operat- 
ing costs, declining enrollment 
and state budget cuts,

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Historical museum opens with new displays

The Crawford = County 
Historical Museum opened for 
the summer operating season on 
May 23. The museum features 
new exhibits that were not on 
display last summer. These 
exhibits are part of the museum 
staff’s plan to stay modern and 
up to date in the world of history. 

“This whole display is about 
how the AuSable has been used 
from the beginning to the pres- 
ent...beginning with how the 
Native Americans used the river,” 
said museum curator Priscilla 
Geyer. 

The AuSable river display, 
located in the front room of the 
museum, is the most prominent 
new addition to the exhtbit. 
Although staff put the finishing 
touches on the display last fall, 
this will mark the exhibit’s pre- 
miere for the regular summer 
season. 

“What makes that display so 
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nice is that...there’s historic 
information and there’s present 
day information, too,” said 
Geyer. 

Museum staff decided that it 
was time to have a display devot- 
ed solely to the role of the 
AuSable due to the river’s mas- 
sive impact on the early forma- 
tion and continued development 
of the community. The city of 
Grayling was originally named 
Crawford, but the name was 
changed as a consequence of the 
growing fame of the AuSable’s 
grayling fish population. 

“In the 1800s, men from 
Australia, Scandinavia and 
Europe heard and knew about the 
AuSable River and many men 
would come here each summer 
and go fishing for the Grayling,” 
said Geyer. 

The display features a huge 
collection of artifacts, including 
an authentic AuSable river boat 
from the county’s early days and 
canoe paddles personally crafted 


by the iconic Chief 
Shoppenagon. 

“(The AuSable) was so famous 
even back then and in countries 
so far away,” said Geyer. 

The display also focuses on 
more modern uses of the river, 
including a section devoted to the 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon. Most Grayling 
residents are familiar with the 
racing dynasty of Serge Corbin 


and Jeff Kolka, but what do they 


know about nine time winner 
Ratph Sawyer? What women 
have made historical strides tn 
the race? 

The exhibit makes all this 
information accessible in a clear 
format that includes a huge col- 
lection of rare race photos that 
can’t be found anywhere else. 
There is even a display of race 
artwork by prolific artist Terry 
Dicktnson. 

In addition to the AuSable 
river display, the museum has 
gotien in touch with its roots by 


fully restoring a crew room to 
what it would have been like 
when the building was still an 
active train depot. 

“It’s sparsely —_ furnished 
because that’s what it was back 
then,” said Geyer. 

Museum staff paid meticulous 
attention to detail while restoring 
the room, creating the most 
authentic display. possible. They 
even consulted with older 
Grayling residents who remem- 
bered the building’s original lay- 
out in order to get the shade of 
paint for the room exactly right. 

“We know that it was painted 
this color and we were told by a 
couple of different people...that 
not only were the walls painted 
this color green, but the ceilings 
and the floors also...and that’s 
what we did and we tried to rephi- 
cate it,’ said Geyer. 

The Crawford County 
Historical Museum is open from 
10 am. until 4 p.m. on 


Wednesday through Saturday.

School officials are anticipat- 
ing a reduction in funding of 
about $230,000 for the current 
school year as well as reduced 
student aide for the 2007-08 
school year.

In light of ithe state budget 
woes, Powers satd the school 
board and administration are 
pleased that voters supported a 
millage renewal levied on non- 
homestead properties and a mill- 
age for special education at the 
school election polls. 


“We are very thankful for the 
help we get from the community 
supporting education,” Powers 
said. “School funding is totally a 
statewide problem and it’s on the 
backs of the legislators to fix. 
We're trying to weather the 
storin just like every other school 
district in Michigan.”

Ride of Silence honors fallen cyclists

Cyclist Larry Schwartz was 
killed by a passing truck when 
the driver failed to give him 
enough space on the roadway. In 
-2003, the first Ride of Silence 
“was hosted in Dallas, Texas to 
‘honor him and everyone else 
who has been tragically lost in 
collisions between motorists and 
cyclists. 

This year, the Grayling com- 
‘munity hosted a Ride of Silence 


‘for the first time on May 17. | 


‘Seven cyclists participated in the 
‘event, which served both to 
honor fallen cyclists and to raise 
safety awareness for the many 
people in the Grayling communi- 
ty who utilize non-motorized 
transportation. 

“Kspecially now with gas 
prices being what they are, a lot 
‘of people are riding their bicycles 
back and forth to work,” said 
event organizer Margaret Creps. 

According to Creps, it is 
important that motorists remain 
aware of these riders. 

“We need to share the road 
together,” said Creps, 

Despite the cold and rainy 
weather, seven cyclists decided 

to participate in this year’s ride, 
‘which was a 12 mile loop from 
the City of Grayling to Hartwick 


Pines and back. 

“They didn’t care what the 
weather was like. They said they 
were going anyway,” said Creps, 
who did not personally partici- 
pate in the event due to a recent 
injury. 

Creps organized the Grayling 
event partially as a favor to her 
husband, Mike, who wanted to 
participate in the Ride of Silence 
last year but couldn’t make it to 
the nearest ride due to his busy 
work schedule. 

“The closest one at that time 


was in Traverse City,” said Mike 


Creps. 

Creps, who recently took up 
riding aS a means to improve his 
health, was inspired when he 
found out about the Ride of 
Silence’s message. 

“Tt just touched me to the point 
where I wanted to take part in it,” 
said Mike Creps. 

“T’ve fallen in love with all the 
aspects of biking...I just felt like 
this is something I had to do.” 

The event has already seen 
some impressive community 
support. Organizers received 
donations or other forms of aid 
from Goodale’s Bakery, Glen’s 
Market, Fick & Sons and the 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s 
Office. At the end of the ride, 
participants seemed to agree that 


it was worth braving the rain. 

“They were soaking wet, they 
were cold, and they were 
pumped,” said Mike Creps. 

“The whole ride was very 
touching.” 

Among the seven cyclists was 
Grayling Chief of Police Karl 
Schreiner, who participated sim- 
ply because he loves the activity 
of cycling. 

“I do a lot of bike riding...[ ride 
the roads a lot,” said Schreiner. 

Schreiner reminds motorists 
that the law protects the right of 
cyclists to use the roadways. 

“It’s really simple. The bicy- 
clist shares the road with the car 
and has the same rights and the 
same obligations as the car 
does,” said Schreiner. 

Cyclists should ride in the 
right lane just like regular street 
traffic, remaining as close to the 
shoulder of the road as they can. 
When there is a wide shoulder, 
this often gives motor traffic 
enough space to pass safely. 

However, if there is not 
enough space, motorists are 
required to be patient and wait 
for a safe opportunity to make 
the pass. 

Mike Creps noted that this law 
is especially important to consid- 
er when kids are involved, since 
bicycles are often their primary 


mode of transportation. 
Motorists need to recognize the 
rights of these riders as well, no 
matter how slow they may 
appear to be going. 

“Kids have a right to ride these 
bicycles in the streets of 
Grayling,” said Mike Creps. 

Event participants agreed that 
cycling is not only a right, but it 
is a privilege that is well worth 
taking advantage of, especially 
considering the resources that are 
available to the community. 

“We had an opportunity to ride 
the trails...which Grayling is very 
fortunate to have,” said Mike 
Creps. 

Margaret Creps says she is 
planning to organize the event 
again next year, and even hopes 
to join in on the ride. Although 
this year’s Ride of Silence was 
organized with fairly short 
notice, it is hoped that the next 
event will have more partici- 
pants. 

“Maybe we'll have better 
weather, and hopefully we’ll get 
more people involved,” said 
Schreiner. 

Margaret Creps believes that 
everyone can benefit from 
human powered transportation, 

“It’s great exercise and it’s 
healthy for you. And it doesn’t 
pollute the air.”

“She loved making baskets so 
‘.much that she wanted to help 
‘rekindle the interest in this 

‘ancient craft,” Hickey said. 
Hickey was encouraged by 
rRose and Carl Hatfield to start 
‘teaching basketmaking in the 
‘community, She taught students 
‘during mornings and evenings at 
‘her home, and also taught classes 
‘at Kirtland Community College. 

“It was a lot of fun for a lot of 

-years,” Hickey said. 
- The Association of Michigan 
‘Basketmakers grew out of a 
‘meeting of basketmakers who 
gathered for an inaugural con- 
vention hosted in Grayling in 
1981. The association was offi- 
cially founded after a third con- 
vention was held in Grayling in 
1984, The association outgrew 
Grayling as it quickly blos- 
somed. 

Today, The Association of 
Michigan Basketmakers holds 
the largest convention devoted to 
basketmaking in the United 
States. Teachers come from all 
over the world to teach basket- 
making techniques, Over 1,000 


people attend the convention, and 
hundreds enter the juried compe- 
tition. 

“It’s been such a joy seeing the 
association expand, and bringing 
all these kindred spirits together 
who all like the same thing,” 
Hickey said. 

Besides doing some special 
orders for baskets, Hickey has 
taken a hiatus from basketmak- 
ing and attending conventions for 
the last few years. 

Instead, Hickey has -been 
weaving across the country with 
Robert, who is a long haul semi 
tractor-trailer driver for Tandem 
Transportation. 

“T love going with my husband 
in the truck,” said Hickey, who 
said she knits and navigates to 
satisfy her creative flare. “We're 
having the time of our lives.” 

“Weaving History: A Basket 
Heritage Project” showcases 
more than 160 examples of con- 
temporary baskets, using a vari- 
ety of materials and techniques, 
which have become part of the 
museum’s permanent collection 
through a donation from the 
Association of Michigan 


Basketmakers. The baskets 
range from finely made function- 
al pieces to creative works of art. 
Natural, cultivated and human- 
made materials are used, includ- 
ing antlers, birch bark, black ash, 
cattails, copper, flax, grape vine, 
porcupine quill, pussy willow, 
spruce root, strapping tape, sweet 
grass, wax linen, willow and 
more, 

“Basketmaking today is a form 
of expressive culture with its 
roots in traditional culture,” said 
Lynne Swanson, MSU

Mio man sent to prison for arson charges 


A former U.S. Forest Service 
employee was sentenced last 
week to serve just over three 
years in prison and to pay thou- 
sands of dollars in restitution for 
setting fires in the Huron- 
Manistee National Forest. 

James E. Sherwood, 36, of 


Mio was ordered to serve 37 
months in the U.S. District Court 
in Detroit on Tuesday, May 22 
for three counts of arson, 
Sherwood was charged for set- 
ting fires in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest over several 
years. The last fire he is accused 


of starting occurred in October 
2004, 

U.S. District Court Judge 
David M. Lawson ordered 
Sherwood to pay $418,475 in 
restitution to the Forest Service 
for fire suppression efforts,

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Union chiefs to rub elbows with business leaders 


A MORE OR LESS regular reader of 
this essay — a Democrat — called the other 
day to cite an earth shattering event at 
hand, and suggested the Almanack should 
headline this cataclysmic development. 

The Detroit Chamber of Commerce has 
invited two top Michigan union leaders 
not only to attend the chamber’s annual 
business and political smoozing confer- 
ence at Mackinac Island’s Grand Hotel, 
but also to present speeches there. 

For the chamber to open its annual 
clambake to labor leaders, the reader 
insisted, was an event to be recognized 
and hailed. It’s usually business - and 
politics — only. 

The Michigan political elite never 
misses this annual chance to rub elbows 
with big business brass, and who knows 
how many alliances and deals are struck 
on the Island? 

Now, for the first time in anyone’s 
memory, two of the nation’s top union 
chiefs — significantly based right here in 
Michigan — will be there, ‘too. 

James Hoffa, president of the 


International Teamsters Union, is sched- 
uled to give a dinner speech, to be fo)- 
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Gettelfinger, chief of the United Auto 
Workers, speaking on “Taking the High 
Road: The Role of Unions in the Global 
Economy.” 

The chamber’s outreach to labor is a 
welcome move. Maybe business big 
shots will discover union big shots don’t 
necessarily have horns, and vice versa. 

* * * 

THE WORLD IS changing, especially 
the burgeoning world economy. Business 
and unions must change with it, particu- 
larly in working together. We all accept 
that Michigan business is not what it 
used to be, and union leaders are recog- 
nizing that unions aren’t what they used 
to be, either. 

For example, union membership 
dropped again last year, according to 
recently published figures. UAW mem- 
bership was down 3.4 percent to 538,448 
members. 

That means union dues collections are 
down, and money for union political 
activities is harder to come by, too — 
although this same report says UAW 
spending on lobbying and political activ- 
ities was $9.5 million in 2006, an increase 


year. It should be noted Democrats cap- 
tured control of congress in 2006, and 
control of the Michigan state house, too. 

Michigan business tax structure usual- 
ly is blamed for our employment prob- 
lems, as holding back business growth 
and new startups. 

Another line of reasoning claims that 
an even stronger deterrent is Michigan’s 
record of strong unions in Michigan, 
especially in manufacturing areas. 


Prospective new business might steer 


clear of Michigan because of its strong 
union presence. Why move to Michigan 
with our pervasive unions instead of a 
state with few and weak unions? 

If Michigan unions continue to lose 
membership and clout, state right-to- 
work legislation sooner or later is bound 
to come up for serious debate in Lansing. 
That’s when the fur really will be flying.

UNFAIR QUESTIONS —- Reporters 
forever have asked stupid, insignificant 
and unfair questions of politicians. 

This year’s presidential race presents 
several examples. 

Candidates have been asked whether 


which 


is completely inappropriate. 
Unfortunately, some candidates even 
responded, 

During their first nationally televised 
“debate,” 10 Republican candidates were 
asked to raise hands if they did not 
believe in evolution. If the answer is no, 
then obviously you must credit every- 
thing to creationism, which was not 
asked. 

The question itself is of the “gotcha” 
variety, and completely unfair, Any hon- 
est answer should be accompanied by a 
long and involved explanation of why or 
why not and to what extent and a dozen 
other qualifiers. And what difference 
does it make in handling 99 percent of 
presidential duties? 

Three candidates raised their hands on 
the evolution question. US Rep. Tom 
Tancredo of California the next day 
expanded on his raised hand: “Evolution 
explains changes in life. Creationism 
explains its origin.” 

Another hand raiser, former Gov. Mike 
Huckabee of Arkansas, mused later: “T 
wish life were so simple. If it were, we’d 
be in a game show and not running a 


I would have asked whether he meant 
macro or micro evolution.” 

Sen. John McCain of Arizona did not 
raise his hand, but covered all bases in his 
response: “I believe in evolution. But I 
also believe, when J hike the Grand 
Canyon and see it at sunset, that the hand 
of God is there also.” 

The point I make is when you hear a 
dumb or unfair or insignificant question 
posed to a candidate, don’t pay much 
heed to the answer, regardless of what it- 
is. The purpose of the question is to elic-. 
it awkwardness or ridicule or titillation or 
some other result that has little if any- 
thing to do with the qualifications of the 
candidate or the requirements of the 
office sought. 

Maybe the reporter — or the questioner, 
no matter the trade — doesn’t know any 
better. 

Remember what could be the silliest 
political question in a history filled with 
them: Boxers or briefs?

Taking tax cheats off the federal payroll 


It’s a matter of cominon sense — 
if someone owed you money, you 
wouldn’t pay..him for something , 
else. You’d apply it to his debt. 

Now, what if the money wasn’t 
a loan but instead he was dodging 
making a payment he owed you? 
You sure as heck wouldn’t be pay- 
ing him a dime! It’s hard to 
believe, but that’s exactly what the 
federal government is doing right 
now — paying for services from 
people who dodge their taxes. 

The Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations, 
which J chair, recently heard testi- 
mony that about 21,000 Medicare 
providers, including doctors, 
ambulance companies and med- 
ical laboratories, collectively owe 
more than $1 billion in delinquent 
taxes. Yet the government contin- 
ues to pay them in full for their 
services — around $140 million for 
the first nine months of 2005 
alone. 

Medicare is an extraordinarily 
successful program that is indis- 
pensable to the health of our peo- 
ple, and the vast majority of 
Medicare health care providers 
are honest, tax-paying citizens. 
That is all the more reason to

their taxes. Their dishonesty hurts 
us all, 

For example, our investigation 

revealed that one physician who 
owes the government $1 million 
in taxes (mainly payroll taxes he 
withheld from his employees but 
never passed on to the govern- 
ment) received $1 million in 
Medicare payments from the gov- 
emment over nine months. This is 
not a case of extenuating circum- 
stances or personal hardship. The 
physician reported income of half 
a million dollars and owned a mil- 
lion-dollar home, a 58-foot yacht, 
and several night clubs. He was 
simply ripping off honest taxpay- 
ers. 
_ Another example is an ambu- 
lance company that owes $11 mil- 
lion in back taxes, yet was paid 
more than $1 million in Medicare 
dollars during the nine months 
studied. 

Outside of Medicare, the gov- 
ernment does a good job of 
screening for such problems. 
There is a database of tax cheats 
that other federal agencies check

Key parts of Medicare, howev- 
er, have not been participating in 
this program. That failure means 
that, year after year, as much as 
$300 billion in federal Medicare 
payments have not been screened 
for unpaid taxes. 

I recently co-sponsored a bipar- 
tisan bill with Senator Norm 
Coleman of Minnesota and 
Senator Claire McCaskill of 
Missouri to fix this problem. The 
bill would require Medicare to 
screen its payments for tax 
cheaters and to withhold 15 per- 
cent or more of those payments 
until all unpaid taxes are recov- 
ered. The bill would also require 
Medicare to review its payments 
to check for service providers that 
have other debts, such as delin- 
quent student loans, child support, 
and debts owed to other federal 
agencies, 

Finally, the bill would simplify 
the collection process by allowing 
the IRS to begin withholding 
amounts from federal payments 
earlier in the collection process.

Mental health problems are common, but so is recovery 


For over 50 years, Mental 
Health Month has been celebrated 
in May as a means to raise aware- 
ness about the importance of men- 
tal wellness. This awareness helps 
to combat stigma and discrimina- 
tion, making it easier for those 
affected to seek treatment and sup- 


port. 
Last December, Northern Lakes 
Community Mental Health 


(NLCMH) commissioned a six- 
county telephone survey through 
Northwestern Michigan College 
to assess community perceptions 
of people with mental illness. We 
were encouraged that our commu- 
nities are generally positive 
toward people with mental illness, 
as eighty-five percent (85%) dis- 
agree with the statement, “I would 
try to avoid a person with mental 
illness.” 

However, we still have work to 
do. When asked do persons with 
mental illness pose a risk to other 
people if they are not hospitalized, 
responses réflected a broader 
range which is likely influenced in 


part by the negative events seen in 
the media, as well as highly publi- 
cized tragedies such as that which 
occurred at Virginia Tech. 

Horrific events create signifi- 
cant and understandable concern 
about public safety but these infre- 
quent, albeit unacceptable, acts 
should not cast shadows on the 
vast majority of persons with men- 
tal illness. Research has continu- 
ously found that people with men- 
tal illness are actually more likely 
to be victims of violence than per- 
petrators. 

One in five Americans suffer 
from a diagnosable mental disor- 
der during any given year. Of 
these, less than 5% are considered 
severe; and only a small subgroup 
of these individuals have a greater 
risk to be violent than the general 
population. 

A key public policy issue is how 
to strike a balance between public 
safety and protection of civil and 
human rights. While human nature 
seeks more restrictions to promote 
public safety, we need to respect 


people’s rights and find the means 
to help those who are most at risk 
of harming themselves and others. 

The options are increasing. 
Most states have Assisted 
Outpatient Treatment laws to 
require involuntary community- 
based services. In Michigan, our 
law is called “Kevin’s Law.” 
Locally and ‘statewide, this law, 
when applied consistently with the 
intent, can be very beneficial. 

Another option beginning to 
have wider acceptance is an 
Advance Directive for Mental 
Health Care. Similar to a general 
health directive, people may now 
express their wishes regarding 
what treatment they would like to 
receive in the event their illness 
reaches a point where they are 
unable to make informed choices 
about their care. 

NLCMH strongly believes in 
persons’ right to high quality ser- 
vices, We are seeking to create an 
accessible, engaging system of 
care based on a foundation of 
mental health recovery and best 


practices. We are actively working 
to remove barriers, including a 
number of systems change initia- 
tives including Anti-Stigma, 
Recovery, Peer Support, Suicide 
Prevention, and Co-Occurring 
Disorders, 

We are working to transform 
our system to one that expects 
récovery and have seen some 
remarkable outcomes. A con- 
sumer recently commented that 
the expectation that people can 


recover made a light go on in his — 


mind; he sees recovery as an 
action word that he lives everyday. 


At NLCMH our goal is to have » 
this light go on for our entire com- * 


munity.

Grayling Elementary staff nets grant for technology 


The Grayling Elementary 
School was selected as one of 130 
K-12 public schools nationwide 
that will receive the 2007 
Hewlett-Packard Technology for 
Teaching grant.

The team of teachers consists 
of Laurie Canfield, Jil Baker, 
Kim Johnston, Sandy Baynham 
and Julie Dunckley. 

By having a team of teachers 
that consists of all three-grade 
levels, the staff will be able to 
structure the curriculum and plan 
for each student’s technology 
growth. 

Overall, the growth the teachers 
expect to sce will encompass the 
vision that (echnology is a valu- 
able resource in the learning 
process. 

The project incorporates sci- 
ence and math benchmarks across 
the third through fifth grade level 
curriculum. The teachers have 
opted to focus on the theme of 
studying current, future and alter- 


native energy resources since all 
three grade levels study energy as 
part of the science curriculum. 

“We want students to connect 
with this project in a way that 
possibly alters (he way they think 
about the future of energy,” 
Baynham said. 

While the current school year is 
winding down, the teachers are 
looking forward to being back in 
the classroom next fall and utiliz- 
ing the computer equipment. 

“The exciting part about writ- 
ing the grant was the communica- 
tion between all of us about how 
we could make connections 
across the curriculum as well as 
between grade tevels,” Canfield 
said, “The next school year will 
be so exciting for the students as 


well as the teachers. I'm so look- 
ing forward to putting this new 
technology to use.” 

The staff was pleased that they 
could garner the additional 
resources for the school district. 

“This is just the beginning,” 
Johnston said. “Now that we 
know we can do it, we will con- 
tinue writing grants to get more 
technology for our district. 

“We have to realize that times 
are changing,” Johnston added. 
“Students are more technology 
savvy than every before. With 
large cuts to all school districts. 
across the state, we understand 
we need to do our part to make 
sure Grayling students get the 
best education possible and help 
prepare them for the future.”

the historic hatchery, including 
repainting many of its facilities.
